Bruno, a former Schuylkill coun­ 
ty detective, was convicted on each 
of three charges of murder In the 
K elayres “ m assacre" in which five

His brother Phillip, also received 
a life term and four other kinsmen 
were sentenced to prison for short­ 
er periods.

Neglect May Bring Form Of 


Precancerous Tumor Or 


Even Real Cancer 


By ROYAL S. CO PELAN D , M. D. 
To have fibroids, which are b e-1 
nign, non-cancerous growths of tu -; 
mors of the uterus. Is a rather com­ 
mon affliction of women. 
The con­ 
dition usually appears at the change 
of life. Occasionally, it may trouble 
the young female adults, but this is 
the exception. 
I cannot overstate the possible 
dangers of neglecting this condition. \ 
Many a woman 
is 
told she has 
fibroids, and an operation is advis- I 
od. 
She fears the knife, and for 
this reason the needed operation is 
delayed. 
This is a mistake. 
Al­ 
though fibroids are universally ac­ 
cepted as benign tumors, harm less 
in themselves, they may degenerate 
into a form known as precancerous 
tumor. 
Further neglect may result 
in real cancer. 
Though 
the 
cause 
of 
fibroid 
growths 
is 
not fully understood, 
they probably result from early in- 
ritation. perhaps during the period 
of child bearing. 
This is believed 
be so because the condition is 
'© M 're common in women who have 
“borne children. 
These tum ors vary in size. shape, 
number and location. They may be 
as small as a pin head, aud then 
again they may grow to the size 
and shape of a grapefruit. In so m e 
instances, they may involve the en­ 
tire womb. 
Cases Differ 
In many cases there is actually no 
pain. 
Indeed, a fibroid m a y grow 
for years without causing discom­ 
fort or annoyance. 
In fact, most 
fibroids are accidentally discover­ 
ed by a casual physical examina­ 
tion. In other instances, suspicion 
that a fibroid Is present is aroused 
by prolonged bleeding at the men­ 
strual period. 
In another case, the victim com­ 
plains of a sense of pressure or dis­ 
comfort In the bladder or rectum. 
As a rule, fibroids are removed 
by an operation. 
The nature and 
extent of the operation depends 
upon the size, number and location 
of the growths. In most instances, 
the small tumors can be shelled out 
without removal of the surrounding 
or underlying structures. 
But if 
the growth penetrates deeply into 
the uterus wall, or involves most of 
the uterus, it may become neces­ 
sary to perform a more radical op­ 
eration. 
Certain 
forms of 
fibroids are 
benefited by x ray treatm ent. This 
is advised when the doctor thinks 
an operation 
would 
produce too 
• 


much strain for the patient. 
In 
Che majority of cases, operation is 
decided upon as the wise treatm ent. 
To the hands of a competent sur­ 
geon, It is a safe procedure.

Not Even President Knows Course

UWASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Will President 
Roosevelt turn to the right or the 
left—will he he more radical or more con­ 
servative? 
This question has been asked outside of 
Washington m an y times of late. Nowadays. 
it is being asked in the national capital. 
I 
asked a man who ha? the President's con- 
fldence, a man on whose judgment he re 
lies, a man with whom Mr. Roosevelt has 
been conferring since his return. And here 
was the answer: 
"No mah knows the answer to that ques­ 
tion, not even the President of the United 
States himself." 
To explain that answer, 
my 
informant 
went on to say that forces, the will of the 
mass, tile shaping up of public opinion in 
the next few months, the impact of events 
on congress, the growth of employment and 
the whole question 
of 
business 
recovery 
would have more to do with directing the 
President’# course and the policies of con 
gress than any one man’s desires 
This appraisal, coming from one whose 
common sense is well known and whose 
Judgment make* his forecast of legislative 
trends taereaboufB accurate, Is significant of 
the general feeling as members of congress 
return to W ashington and discuss Informal­ 
ly the state of the nation. 
Another man, who did permit himself to 
he quoted and who also has been in con 
situation with the President, expressed the 
state of affairs hest by his references to 
revision of tax laws. Sen, Harrison of Mis 
sisalppi, chairman of th* finance commit 
tee, puts his finger on the whole trend by 
his comment on .business conditions. Thus, 
he was quoted at the White House door­ 
step, after leaving the President, ss fol­ 
lows: 


»*,y H K reports of receipt* to the treasury 
4 
department are most gratifying. In 
fact, they are exceeding the estim ates of 
the treasury and the congressional experts. 
But it depends largely upon the expendi­ 
tures for these 
emergency 
governmental 
agencies at this time before we can reach 
the stage of a balanced budget. 
"As I have said heretofore, we are hope­ 
ful, however, that, with the improvement in 
the general business situation and the grow­ 
ing treasury receipts from revenue, w e c* d 
reach a balanced budget by 1938. As a re 
suit of this, I think we can speak with more 
optimism on the question of a balanced bud 
get than we thought possible two years 
ago ” 
The words of Sen. Harrison were care 
fully uttered. The promise of a balanced 


budget "In 1938" may or may not mean the 
fiscal year 1988’s budget, but more likely 
Mr. Harrison means that, during the year 
193k possibly in January, there will be a 
budget presented which looks 
toward 
a 
balance between receipts and expenditure*. 
It would be almost a miracle lf the 1938 
budget were balanced, because this is the 
budget to be presented next month for the 
fiscal year beginning in July, 1937, and 
ending June 30, 1938. The fiscal years, in- 
cldentelly, are always labeled by the year 
In which the second six months fall. 
Mr. 
H arrison’s 
enthusiasm 
about 
the 
growing tax receipt* is Justified, but the 
treasury estim ated a big increase for this 
year anyway when, last September, it pre- 
dieted $5,600,000,000 as receipts 
from 
all 
sources for the fiscal year 
ending 
next 
June-30. and there was considerable allow, 
ance made for the improvement in busine** 
conditions. 
Quite a different view Is held by Rep. 
Buchanan. Democrat, chairman of the power- 
fill appropriations committee of the house, 
who comes face to face with the spending 
proclivities 
of 
the 
various 
government 
agencies. He says quite frankly 
that, 
if 
agencies and functions 
are 
added 
right 
along, there can he no balanced budgets. 
Naturally, he sounds a note of this kind to 
discourage the spenders who are coming 
before his subcom m ittee at the hearings go 
ing on this week. 


•LUTHER light on the balanced budget 
Idea comes from Gov. Eccles of the 
f ui; 
I _ 
Federal Reserve hoard, one of the leading 
advocates hitherto of the spending phllo- 
sophy. He speaks of a "technically balanced 
budget” by 1939. Thi* probably means with 
out debt retirem ent. 
All in all, there is a lot of talk about a 
balanced budget, which is reassuring, but 
there is nothing ae yet visible to the naked 
eye 
which 
ehows 
that 
the 
government 
agencies are really going to stop spending. 
The increased income from taxation is en- 
couraging, but to a great many government 
officials it means onjy increased opportuni­ 
ties for enlarging the scope of their spend­ 
ing. Moet reforms require new expenditure*, 
and. judging by the pressure on the federal 
government to keep on supplying funds to 
elates, cities and counties. Mr. Roosevelt 
himself will have to reverse the tide. T hat’* 
the place where his personality and political 
etrengih could be made to count. 
So the real question In Washington today 
is not whether the President will turn to th* 
right or the left, but whether he will stop 
the spending and economize or keep on 
ne,.caning OU the fluctuating curves of tax 
receipts and business conditions to pay for 
the new deal program.

As Canada Sees It 


re* Montreal star. 
Kr ING EDWARD'S abdication baa come 
k with the fated Inevitability of rn Greek 
tragedy. From the moment when It was 
shown that parliam ent and the empire were 
behind Mr. Baldwin and his colleagues in 
taking a resolute stand against a marriage 
that would have shocked all that is best and 
cleanest and most responsible among the 
subjects of the crown everywhere, it was 
•'ell nigh impossible to see any way out 
of the entanglement short of abdication. 


Marriage was im possible—so long as mar- 
riage meant that the kings wife would be 
queen. A morgantlc marriage, proposed by 
some, would have been revolting alien to 
the decent instincts of the whole Anglo. 
Saxon race. For the king to have yielded 
and abandoned the woman for whom he 
had already sacrificed to much would have 
been fatal to that prestige of kingliness 
which we require In our monarchs. 


So King Edward VIII takes bis farewell. 
His late subjects will foe! (hat nothing has 
become hint better than his way of serving 
the best interests of the empire by laying 
down a scepter which he could no longer 
wield. It would be most ungracious at this 
moment to regard his motives from any 
other thau the aspect in which they present 
themselves to his own eyes. We may well 
take the fine attitude of Mr. Baldwin—* 
"father” who ban failed In trying to help 
a "son.’’ 


I 'H E Duke of York comes to the throne. He 
has already won to an extraordinary 
degree the respect and admiration of Brit 
ish peoples everywhere. His dignity, his 
urbane interest in the affairs of his people, 
not least the appeal of his Scottish wife 
and two lovely children, will come as a 
halm to the hearts of all of us. sadly torn 
during these later days by afflictions for 
which we were Ill-prepared by a century 
of tranquil rule under our royal house His 
presence will steady the throne, an institu 
tlon and a symbol that Is of far more im­ 
portance than any one man. 
Now that the crisis Is over. It may be as 
well to "av some things which might have 
appeared Invidious while the fate of the for 
mer king wu* so precariously at stake. The 
first is that it would take far more than 
the mistakes of one man. be he monarch or 
minstrel 
to break up the British empire. 
The throne is a tit. It is a symbol of hoary 
tradition which Hr! 11 sh peoples all round the 
woiId can look to as the living institution 
which hinds them together. But the human 
being -w ho occupies the throne could not 
dissipate or destroy the empire if he tried. 
Another thing that should be said is that 
the men in the outer marches of the empire 
were never prouder than they arc today of 
the men who at the center must hear most 
of the burden of that vast common wealth. 
Some of us may have b«en a hit shaken 
when the British government seemed to be 
stumbling into the penumbra ot war over 
Ethiopia. Others may have been critical on 
other points But that is now ull gone Stun 
ley Baldwin has acquitted himself in the 
very highest traditions of British statesman 
ship. He was never more admired He was. 
never more trusted. So long s s British soil 
produces men of his fiber and modest de. 
votion to duty, the fate of the empire is 
safe in their hands. 


\ THIRD fact worth recording is the spoil, 
taneous unanimity of the British people 
on a question of morals, We were not perse- 
outing an unhappy woman, We were not 
thwarting the affections of a man. simply 
because he was king We were merely say 
ing that there are certain laxities, growing 
to a disquieting extnnt In modern society, 
which we absolutely refused to see given 
the tremendous prestige of elevation to the 
British throne. 
Mr. Baldwin’s direct and moving speech 
to the house of commons paints for us 
a picture of kindly solicitude 
and 
pater­ 
nal patience during these trying days. While 
we all thought of bitter clashes, of e w e r - 
hated wounds end surly defiance, it seems 
that these two British men were quietly 
discussing a very difficult situation, in the 
utmost amity, and trying to find a solution 
that would be acceptable to both end to the 
empire. They failed. Under the circum­ 
stances, it is probably as well that they did 
fell. 
The grave situation that Mr. Baldwin pre­ 
sented to King Edward as likely to arise if 
the criticisms on all side* continued wa* not 


overdrawn. The British monarchy is the lest 
of th* great monarchies. "U»ng may tt last!’’ 
is the prayer of all of us. It exactly suits the 
tem per of our people, and the circumstances 
of our world-circling empire. But, ae Mr. 
Baldwin said, the greatest popularity 
and 
even the great respect in which the crown 
is held are sentim ents that can be ail too 
easily lost. "And once lost,” said the prime 
minister, ”1 doubt lf anything could re­ 
store them." In fact, a restored monarchy is 
a crippled monarchy. 
So it is too much to say that Stanley Bald­ 
win, English country squire, has done more 
for the British monarchy in the last week 
than has ever been needed to be done be­ 
fore?
